G.S.R. 11(E).—The following draft of certain 
rules to amend the Port of New Mangalore (Pet¬ 
roleum) Rules, 1979 published at pages 548—557 
of the Gazette of India, part II, Section 3, Sub- 
Section (i), dated the 24h February', 1979 under 
the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Shipping & Transport (Transport 
Wing), No. G.S.R. 317, dated the 16th Febru¬ 
ary, 1979 is published as required by sub-section 
(2) of section 6 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 
of 1908) for informatin of all persons likely to 
be aifected thereby and notice is hereby given that 
the said draft will be taken into consideration on 
'■>r after the expiry of 60 days from the date of 
publication of the said draft in the Official Gazette. 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be 
received before any person with respect to the 
said draft before the period so specified will be 
considered by the Central Government. 


PRELIMINARY DRAFT 

I. (1) These rules may be called the Port of 
New Manaalore (Petroleum) (Amendment!, Rules, 
1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of their final publication in the Official Gazette. 
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shall obtain a certificate under sub¬ 
rule (2) from tlie Controller of Explo¬ 
sives or Deputy Controller of Explo¬ 
sives.

2. In the Port of New Mangalore (Petroleum) 
Rules, 1979,— 

(a) in rule 4,— 

(i) for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule 
shall be substituted, namely, :— 

“(2) No oil tanker and berth at any of the 
wharves other than the oil jetty after 
having discharged petroleum Class 
A until a certificate is produced from 
the Controller of Explosives or the 
Deputy Controller of Explosives to the 
effect that he has examined all the 
tanks, coffer-dams, pumprooms, pipe¬ 
lines and such other parts of the oil 
tanker as deemed necessary with the 
aid of an approved vapour testing 
equipment and the whole tanker is 
free from dangerous petrol vapours,'’; 

(ii) in sub-rule (3),—(1) in clause (i), for the 

words “Copies of both the Certificates", 
the words “A copy of the Certificate” 
shall be substituted; 

(2) in clause (ii), for the words “Originals 

of both these Certificates”, the words 
“Original of the said certificate” shall 
be substituted; 

(3) in clause (iii), for the words “a fresh 

gas-free certificate", the words “a 
fresh certificate under sub-rule (2)” 
shall be substituted; 

(iii) for sub-rule (5), the following sub-rule 

shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(5) Allotment of the oil jetty to, or shift¬ 
ing of, any oil tanker shall be decided 
by the Deputy Conservator and an 
appeal against his decision shall lie 
to the Conservator of the Port.”; 

(iv) in sub-rule (7),— 

for clauses (i), (ii), (iii), (iv) & (v), the fol¬ 
lowing clause shall be substitutedt 
namely :— 

(i) The owner or agent of any oil tanker 
who desired to carry out repairs to 
the vessel within the port limits shall 


(ii) The origional of the certificate shall tie 

kept on board in possession of the 
Master or other responsible officer and 
shall be available for inspection at all 
times. 

(iii) A copy of the said certificate shall be 

sent to the Deputy Conservator who, 
on being satisfied that it is safe to 
carry out repairs on board the ship, 
may grant the necessary permission. 

(iv) A copy of the aforesaid certificate shall 

also be handed over to the ship re¬ 
pairs prior to the commencement of 
the repair work. 

(v) Ship repairing firms not carry out any 
repairs on board an oil tanker until 
they have received the copy of the 
above certificate and when undertak¬ 
ing repairs shall comply with the code 
of conduct as prescribed by the Gov¬ 
ernment o,fi India”; 

(2) in clause (vi), for the words “a fresh gas- 
free certificate”, the words “a fresh certificate 
under sub-rule (2)” shall be substituted; 

(b) in rule 5,— 

(i) in sub-rule (6), for the words “a respon¬ 
sible officer”, the words “a certified 
navigating officer” shall be substitu¬ 
ted; 

(ii) in sub-rule (8), for clause (1), the fol¬ 
lowing clause shall be substituted, 
namely 

“(i) when discharging or leading of petro¬ 
leum lias been commenced, such dis¬ 
charing or loading shall be proceed¬ 
ed with utmost caul ion keeping in 
mind the safety of the tanker, he oil 
jetty, moorings and other fitments on 
the jetty including the safety of the 
personnel working on board the tan¬ 
ker and the oil jetty.”
